Queen's University invites applications from scholars who have 
recently completed or are about to complete doctoral studies 
(or some professional equivalent) in the humanities, broadly 
conceived. Candidates with new perspectives, who can place 
specialized enquiry within a larger intellectual or cultural 
context, are especially encouraged to apply.
